‘‘for what it fails to do,” Ken¬ 
neth Morton, president of Gran¬ 
ite City Local 142 of the United 
Federation of Postal Clerks, 
AFL-CIO, reported here today. 

jMorton said three major ob¬ 
jections are expressed to legist 
lation that would convert the 
postal system into ja govern¬ 
ment corporation, 

First, Morton said, the bill 
“fails to give employees the 
right to strike even though 'wq 
would no longer have civil 
service status.” 

No Wage Comparability 
Secondly, the bill fails to give 
postal workers unilateral ac¬ 
cess to binding arbitration and, 
third, it fails to establish true 
wage comparability t with pri¬ 
vate industry prior to the trans¬ 
fer of employees into the cor¬ 
porate structure, Morton noted. 

An additional reason for pro¬ 
testing the “bill in its present 
form is that “it would ‘definitely 
make employees public scape¬ 
goats by. tying postal rates to 
every future salary increase,” 
Morton said. 


“In. other words,” Morton 
added, “postal employees would 
be the only large group of fed¬ 
eral workers whose wages and 
fringe benefits would depend on 
the corporation’s ability to pay, 
•either at the level of current 
rates, which is doubtful, or by 
forcing the public to pay in¬ 
creased fees for mail service.” 

Wages Far Behind 

Morton charged that “the 
Postmaster-General himself has 
failed to give any consideration 
to the fact that even with the 
meager 4.1% pay increase ef¬ 
fective in mid-July, postal 
clerks are still more than $800 
a year behind their counter¬ 
parts in the private sector as of 
June 1968, to say nothing of the 
astronomical .rise in living 
costs during the 13 months 
since that time. 

He emphasized that postal 
employees “do recognize the 
need for postal reform” and 
are supporting the Postal Re¬ 
form Act (HR .4) proposed by 
Cong. Thaddeus J. Dulski 
(D-N. Y.), chairman of the 
House Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee.” 

Morton said even this bill 
needs to be amended, however, 
to establish . statutory labor- 
management procedures and 
true collective bargaining for 
postal workers in place of the 
very limited, management- 
weighted bargaining presently 
in effect through a Presidential 
Executive Order.

We have no doubt at all that the state will 
be scrupulous in its expenditures, avoiding ex¬ 
cessive property prices just as it does when ob¬ 
taining a highway right-of-way.

Citizen Interest Still the Key to Progress 

A talk" last week by a local businessman 
was unusual in the breadth of its attempt to 
evaluate community needs. We do not agree 
with all the points, but it was refreshing to see 
the spotlight placed where the action really is— 
citizen interest and effort. 

As he said, personal involvement can lead 
to achievement far beyond what an individual 
inay have thought he could accomplish. More 
thoughtful and active citizenship is a necessity 
hdi-e this year and in future years. 

In directing the blame to himself and oth¬ 
ers. he may have dealt too lightly with the po¬ 
litical committee structure at the township, 
county and state levels and its understandable 
but often harmful penchant for power over 
patronage, contracts and purchases. 

If party leaders everywhere quit worrying 
so much about whether they or someone else 
was going to sit in the driver's seat, many of the 
troubles cited would not exist — municipal 
boundary limits that frustrate natural growth 
and the extension of public services, precinct 
worker interference in school elections and poli¬ 
cies, insufficient new housing to attract low, 
middle and high-income families, inadequate 
enforcement of building codes, slow - moving 
property rehabilitation and renewal, and tolera¬ 
tion of waste that boosts taxes while failing to 
satisfy those being served. 

We single out no specific officials but the 
political process its«ff because its tacticians often 
influence,or directly fill the public offices related 
to these fields; because they are the “pros" who 
have the ability and take the time to talk regu¬ 
larly with constituents, and thus can discourage 
or encourage citizens to carry out their duties in 
our democracy: and because their expertise and 
tight grip can squeeze out responsible labor and 
business leadership which otherwise might de¬ 
velop and shoulder a bigger role in community 
life. 

This view does not ffee anyone of the bur¬ 
den of making our civilization function, because 
. each of us helps determine by his action or in- 
* action our political climate, government and 
way of life. All feel the effect; if we could all 
truly become "involved." we would obtain the 
meaningful kind of improvements called for 
last week.

Since some of the states have 
not finished this procedure, it 
is probable that Congress will 
disregard petitions from states 
that have not done so. 

Another feature of S. 2307: 
the Constitution states that 
"every order, resolution or 
vote to which the concurrence 
of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives may be neces¬ 
sary,' except on the question of 
adjournment, shall be presented 
to the President of the United 
States; and before the same 
shall take effect, shall be ap¬ 
proved by him, or being dis¬ 
approved by him, shall be re¬ 


passed by two-thirds of the 
Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives, according to the rules 
and limitations prescribed in 
the case of a bill." 

To circumvent this constitu¬ 
tional provision, the franfers of 
S. 2307 have found an old deci¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court 
handed down in 1796 in a case 
of Hollingsworth vs. Virginia, 
whereby the court stated that 
an amendment originating in 
Congress “and passed by the 
same two-thirds as is needed to 
override a veto, need not go to 
the President." 

But constitutional, authorities 
are of the opinion that this deci¬ 
sion would be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional today. 

It is hoped that you are now 
aware of some ot the dangers 


inherent in S. 2307, a piece of 
spiteful legislation prompted by 
revengeful legislators seeking 
personal' advantages—with ab¬ 
solute -disregard of democratic 
processes. 

We might agree that certain 
changes should be made in our 
country. 

But our brilliant document, 
the Constitution of the United 
States, which has made our 
land what it is today—providing 
political stability, liberties and 
freedoms unknown in many 
parts of the world—is not to be 
tampered with. 

Let’s hope that S. 2307 dies 
a natural death and that future 
legislators will respect our 
great constitution with ,its bill 
of rights and try to live up to 


the sacrifices made by its 
founders. 

We have developed the great¬ 
est democratic form of govern¬ 
ment to be found anywhere. 
The present U. S. Constitution 
provides for adequate progres¬ 
sive change. Let’s let it be.

Mayor Donald Partney of 
Granite City said today that he 
has declared the Lynch-Vesci 
flood condition an emergency 
and h a s ordered continued 
pumping operations “until the 
area is drained.” He said 
"there is no alternative, re¬ 
gardless of cost. We can’t do 
anything about repairing the 
sewers or correcting the prob¬ 
lem until the sewers are free 
of water,” Partney said. 

Should Share Cost 

Partney said he had dis¬ 
cussed the cost.factor with Eb- 
ersoldt and was asuming the 
pumping is being done on a 
three-way cost split between 
the levee district, the city and 
Nameoki township. “The city 
is pumping water out of Dobrey 
Slough as much as any other 
part of the area and the only 
fair way to work it would be on 
a division of th^-cost,” he said. 
“I feel that Nameoki township 
is just as responsible as anyone 
else, since Dobrey Slough and 
the New Haven area is in 
Nameoki township.’’ 

After his meeting with Han¬ 
ley at Springfield last Thurs¬ 
day, Ebersoldt said, Hanley 
telephoned Gov. Ogilvie at Chi¬ 
cago and then informed Eber¬ 
soldt that the levee trustee 
would hear later of any action 
the governor considered. Han¬ 
ley also referred Ebersoldt to 
state Civil Defense officials 
who, in turn, referred him to 
William Eisele, regional state 
Civil Defense agent headquar¬ 
tered at Belleville, and sug¬ 
gested that Ebersoldt get in 
touch with Eisele.

Ebersoldt said that he had 
heard nothing from the gover¬ 
nor since his meeting in Spring- 
field last week, adding to his 
decision this morning to make 
an immediate trip to Spring- 
field. 

Ebersoldt said that he learned 
that if the governor insists in a 
refusal to declare the flood 
stricken area here as a dis¬ 
aster area, federal aid still 
could be obtained through Civil 
Defense channels if the gover¬ 
nor will certify that the state 
is without funds to assist the 
local agencies. 

The let-up in rainfall during 
the weekend resulted in a two- 
foot drop in the level of Dobrey 
slough, but engineers said they 
still have a long way to go in 
ridding the area of sewage 
polluted floodwaters. Sanitary 
sewers in the Lynch-Vesci area 
and septic tanks in the New 
Haven area have been flooded 
and backed up into the standing 
flood waters.
